broiling. T hat im portant rule, “A 
low t e m p e r a t u r e 
fo r 
cooking 
m oat,” holds good for broiling as 
w ell as roasting. So th e solution to 
your problem is to place th e steak 
far enough from the source of the 
h ea t so th a t th e m eat cooks slowly 
h a lf w ay through while th e sur­ 
face is nicely browned. For a steak 
o n e inch thick allow a distance of 
tw o inches; for a thicker steak, 
three inches. N o spattered oven, so 
h ard to clean! No sm oky kitchen! 
A nd i f s easy on the cook, too, for 
sh e doesn’t h ave to stand over the 
steak turning it often. W hen one 
side of the steak is done, season it 
w ith salt and pepper, turn it and 
brown th e second side and the 
steak is r e a d y to s e r v e . T h is 
m ethod is also used in broiling 
chops and patties. 


WHEN SHOVED A ROAST 
BE SALTED? 
Salt y o u r r o a s t 
j 
w henever you find it 
convenient, b e f o r e 
you put it in the 
oven, w hen you take 
it out, or at a n y time between. In 
fact, you n eed n ’t salt it at all. You 
ca n be a thorough individualist 
about salting a roast! For steaks 
an d chops, th e rule is th a t they 
should be salted after they are 
browned. Salt has a tendency to 
draw o u t the juices of meat, but 
in the case o f a roast, w ith its 
sm all proportion of exposed sur­ 
face, th is d oesn ’t make m uch dif­ 
ference. As for the idea th at the 
salt will “cook in to” the m eat, this 
d oesn ’t seem so im portant because 
salt penetrates only a short dis­ 
tan ce into the m eat anyway.
